3D  printers  at  the  library 


As  a  Vernon  Library  cardholder,  you  now  have 
access  to  two  3D  printers,  enabling  you  to  create  a 
variety  of  small  objects— such  as  a  clip,  keychain, 
phone  stand,  or  a  missing  part.  The  Lulzbot  printers 
use  STL  files  (a  format  related  to  CAD)  and  heated 
polylactic  acid  (PLA)  filament  to  form  each  object. 
STereoLithography  (STL)  files  tell  the  printer  what 
pattern  or  design  to  make.  PLA  is  cornstarch- 
based,  BPA-free,  and  has  been  safely  used  in 
medical  applications. 

To  get  started  with  your  3D-printable  object,  browse 
files  atthingiverse.com  or  create  your  own  design 
attinkercad.com.  Once  you  have  a  file  ready,  go  to 
guides.vapld.inf0/3D_printing  to  complete  the 
online  form  and  upload  your  design.  We'll  let  you 
know  when  your  object  is  ready  to  pick  up  at  the 
library. 

The  Lulzbot  3D  printers  are  available  to  all  Vernon 
Area  Public  Library  cardholders,  regardless  of  age. 
Each  cardholder  may  print  one  item  per  month.
